The Kings of England, invited by the De. 
liciouſneſs of the Place, very often retire 
*hither 3 and here was born the Conqueror of 
France, the glorious King Edward III. who 
built the Caſtle new from the Ground, and 
thoroughly fortified it with Trenches, and 
Towers of ſquare Stone, and having ſoon after 
ſubdued in Battle John King of France, and 
David King of Scotland, he detained them 
both Priſoners here at the ſame Time. This 
Caſtle beſides being the Royal Palace, and 
having ſome magnificent Tombs of the 
Kings of England, is famous for the Ce- 
remonies belonging to the Knights of the 
Garter ; this Order was infticured by Edward 
TH. the fame who triumphed ſo illuſtriouſſy 
over King Jobn of France. The Knights of

Evil to him that Evil thinks: This they 
wear upon the left Leg, in Memory of one 
which happening to untie, was let fall by a 
great Lady, paſſionately beloved by Edward, 
while ſhe was dancing *, and was immedi- 
ately ſnatched up by the King; who, to do 
Honour to the Lady, not out of any trifling 
Galantry, but with a moſt ſerious and.hon- 
ourable Purpoſe, dedicated it to the Legs of 
the moſt diſtinguiſhed Nobility. The Cere- 
monies 'of this Society are celebrated every 
Year at Windſor on St. George's Day, the 
rutelar Saint of the O der, the King preſid- 
ing; and the Cuſtom is, that the Knights 
Compamions ſhould hang up their Helmet 
and Shield, with their Arms blazoned on it, 
in ſome conſpicuous Part of the Church.

ably deceive the Sight, and induce the Spec- ' 
tator to believe them equally real. 

The Meaſurement of this Room in length, 
is 108 Feet 8 Inches, and the whole North Side 
is taken up with the Triumph of Edward the 
Black Prince, Son. to the renowned Edward 
III. in the Manner of the Romans. The many 
Conqueſts of this moſt heroick Prince, fill 
the Hiſtories of this and other Nations of 
Europe. On the u opper Part of the Hall, is 
the Royal Edward III. tte Conqueror of 
France ther Scotland, the Builder of this Royal 
Caſtle, and the illuſtrious Founder of this moſt 
noble Order of the Garter, ſeated on a Throne, 
receiving the Kings of France and Scotland 
Priſoners 3 the Prince is ſeated in the Middle 
of the Proceſſion, crowned with Lawrel, and 
carried by Slaves, preceeded by Captives, and 
attended by the Emblems of Victory, Liberty, 
and other En/ignia of the Romans, with the 
Banners of France and Scotland dif played; 
and, the Painter to indulge his Fancy, has 
cloſed the Proceſſion with the Fiction of the 
Counteſs of Saliſbury, in the Perſon of a fine 
Lady making Gaflands for the Prince; and a 
Repreſentation of the Merry Wives of WVindfr, 
made famous by Shakeſpeare's Muſe.

St. George's, or, the King's Chapel, is next to 
this Hall, and no leſs royallv adorned ; on the 
Ceiling is the Aſcenſion nobly painted, and the 
Alter- piece is the Laſt- Supper of our Lord, 
done to great Perfection. On the North Side 
of this Chapel are the raiſing Lazarus from 
the Dead, the curing the Sick of the Palſy, 
with other Miracles of our Saviour, beautifully 
painted alſo by Verrio, and among the groupe

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Royal Family form the Eaſt End of this 
Chapel; the Canopy, Curtains, and Furniture 
are of Crimſon Velvet, wich Fringe of Gold; 
and the Sovereign always go to Chapet in great 
State. The carved Work alſo of this Chapel 
is worthy the attention of the Curious, done 
by the famous Artiſt Gibbons before-mention- 
ed, in Lime-tree, repreſenting great variety 
of Palms, Doves, Pelicans, and other Allu- 
ſions to Scripture Hiſtory, -alſo the Star and 
Garter, and other Ornaments, finiſhed to 
great Perfection, and this Chapel no leſs than 
St. George's Hall, equally ſtrikes the Spectator 
with veneration and due regard, 


From this Chapel, the Return is into the 
Queen's Guard-Chamber, or firſt Room of En- 
trance, and this cloſes the ſeveral State Apart- 
ments, that are ſhewed to-the Pablick : The 
other Apartments are not open but when the 
Court reſides at Windfor, and conſiſt of many 
beautiful Chambers, with Paintings by the 
beſt Maſters ; and it. muſt be confeſſed, be- 
fides the great Beauty of the Situation, the 
ſeveral Apartments that compoſe this Palace 
and Caſtle, are moſt ſpacious and noble, wor- 
thy a Monarch of Great Britain, and not ex- 
ceeded by the moſt boaſted Palaces of foreign 
Princes.

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The Inner, or Horn- Court, as commonly 
called, from a Pair of Stag's Horns of exceed- 
ing largeneſs, taken in the Foreſt, and ſet up 
in this Court, is uſually look'd into by Stran- 
gers.

HE Chapel of St. George, is ſituate in 
the Middle of the lower Court or Ward 

.—> of this Princely Caſtle, and was firſt 
erected by King Edward III. Anno 1337, 
ſoon after the Foundation of the College, for 
the Honour of the Order of the Garter, and 
dedicated to St. George, the Patron of the 
Engliſh Nation, and now appointed the pecu- 
liar Patron of this new eſtabliſhed Order of 
Knighthood. However noble and magnifi- 
cent the Deſign of the magnanimous and 
rincely Founder might be, King Edward 
IV. not finding it entirely compleated, or not 
eſteeming the Fabrick ſufficiently large or 
ſtately, inlarged the Structure, and deſigned 
the preſent Building, together with the Houſes 
of the Dean and Canons, ſituate on the North 
and Meſt Sides of the Chapel: King Henry 
VII. carried on the Work, and afterwards 
finiſhed the Body of this Chapel; and Sir 
Reginald Bray, Knight Companion of the 
Order of St. George, and a principal Courtier 
and Favourite of that King, greatly aſſiſted 
| in 
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in ornamenting the Chapel, and compleating 
the Roof. | uy 536 
The Architecture of the Inſide of this Cha- 
pel, has at all Times been eſteemed for its 
Neatneſs and great Beauty; the Stone-Roof, 
eſpecially is reckoned a moſt excellent Piece 
of Workmanſhip, rarely to be equalled; it is 
an Ellipſis ſupported by Pillars of ancient 
Gothic Architecture, whoſe Ribs and Groins 
ſuſtain the whole Ceiling. with admirable 
Beauty and Elegance. Every Part of this 
lofty Ceiling has a different Device to great 
Perfection, as the Arms of King Edward the 
Confeſſor, Edward III. Henry VI. Edward IV. 
Henry VII. and Henry VIII. alſo the Arms 
of France and England quarterly, the Holy 
Croſs, the Shield or Croſs of Sr. George, the 
Roſe, Portcullis, Lion Rampant, Unicorn, 
Fleur de lis, Dragon, Prince's Feather, &c. 
:atſo the Arm's of Bourchier, Stafford, Haſtings.

The Arms and Creſt alſo, with various 
Devices peculiar. to the above Sir Reginald 
Bray, and of Dr, Vrſwick, Dean of this Cha- 
pel in the Time of King Henry VII. are par- 
ticularly more frequent in different Parts of.

It may be proper to obſerve here, that the 
Order of the Garter was inſtituted by the molt 
heroic and warlike Prince Edward III. King 
of England and France, Anno Domini, 1349. 
in the 23d Year of his Reign, for ihe Improve- 
ment of Military Honour, and the Reward of 
Virtue « It is allo called the Order of St. 

H 2 | (zzORGE, 
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GEORGE, the renowned Patron of England, 
under whoſe Banner the Engliſo Army always 
marched to the Field of Battle; and the 
Crols of St. George was appointed the Enſign 
of this moſt noble Order: At the ſame Time 
the Sovereign appointed the Garter to be the 
principal Mark of Diſtinction of the Order, 
and to be worn by the Knights on the left 
+ Leg, not from any regard to a Lady's Gar- 
ter, as has idly prevailed among the Vulgar, 
and improved by the fancy of Poets and 
Painters, contrary to Truth and Hiſtory, but 
as a Tye or Band of Aſſociation in Honour and 
Military Virtue, to bind the Knights-Compa- 
nions ftriflly to Himſelf and each -Other, in 
Friendſhip and true Agreement, and as an En- 
fien or Badge of Unity and Combination, to pro- 
mole the Honour of God, and the Glory and In- 
tereſt of their Prince and Sovereign, 


Farther, King Edward being at this Time 
engaged in proſecuting by Arms his Right

N a Work of this Nature, although in- 
tended principally for the Information 
and Uſe of Strangers who viſit the Royal 
Caſtle, it may be thought neceſſary to make- 
mention of Vindſor, a ſpacious and well in- 
habited . Fown and antient Borough, but 
whoſe principal Boaſt is its Royal Caſtle, for 
' ſeven hundred Years paſt, the moſt uſual Re- 
dence of the Kings of England, and the Seat 
of Honour of the moſt ifuſtrious Order of 
Knighthood in Europe. 2 


The Situation of the Town is moſt plea» 
ſant on the Banks of the River Thames, in the 
midſt ob delightful Vallies ; and many Gentle- 
men of Fortune and Family conſtantly reſide 
in the Town and Neighbourhood © The 
Duke of St. Albans has a large and handſome 
Houſe on the Eaſt Part of the Town, with 
pleaſant. Gardens that extend to. the Park. 


The 
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The Pariſh Church is a ſpacious antient 
Building, ſituated in the High-Street of the 
Town, in which alſo is erected the Guild- 
Hall or Town- Houſe, a neat regular Edifice 
built in 1686, ſupported and adorned with 
Columns and Arches of Portland Stone. 
The Hall is a handſome large Room, well 
adapted for the meeting of the Mayor and 
Corporation for the Buſineſs of the Bo- 
rough. | 


Sir Edward Walpole*'s Houſe on the En- 
trance on the South Side of the Town is a 
neat regular Edifice, and has large and plea- 
ſant Gardens beautifully laid out and deſign- 
ed. In this Houſe Marſhal Helliſie reſided 
for ſome Part of the Time when lately in 
England. Le 
In the Year 1707, the Corporation, out of 
a ſingular regard to Queen Anne, (who con- 
ſtantly made Windſor her Summer reſidence) 
erected in a Niche, at the North End of the 
"Town Houſe, the Statue of that Princeſs veſted 
in her Royal Robes, with the Globe, and 
other Enſigns of Regalia; and underneath, 
in the freeze of the Entablature of the leſſer 
Columns and Arches, is the following Inſcrip-

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In the Area, underneath this Town- Hall, 
is kept a weekly Market, on every Saturday, 
which is plentifully ſupplied with Corn, Meat, 
Fiſh, and all other Proviſions. 


The Corporation conſiſts of a Mayor and 
thirty Brethren, and the Borough ſends two 
Members to Parliament, who at preſent are, 

Colonel Fitzwilliams, Aid de- Camp to his 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cumberland, and 

Admiral Keppel, Brother to the Right Hon, 
the Earl of Albemarle. 


This ſhort Account is at preſent ſufficient 
for the Borough Town, but the Country ad- 
jacent-affords a much larger Field of Deſcrip- 
tion, and adds greatly to the Beauty of Wind- 
ſor, which owes more to its Situation in a de- 
lightful Country, and this Royal Caſtle, than 
to the Ornament or Regularity of its Streets 
and Buildings; And having already taken 
Notice of the Terrace and Liitle Park ad join- 
ing to the Caſtle, whoſe delightful Walks add 
greatly to the Health and Pleaſure of the 
Neighbourhood, I am now naturally led to 
HOP make mention of the Great-Park, 

Vet . which lays on the South Side of 
the Town, and opens by a moſt noble Road 
or Long-Walk, in a direct Line to the Top of 
a delightful Hill at the Diſtance of near three 

Miles. 
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Miles. This Road, through a double Plan- 
tation of Trees on each Side, 2 
leads' to the Ranger or Keeper's 7% Duke's 
Lodge, the Reſidence of his Royal LOO: cf 
Highneſs the Duke of CumBzRLAND, who 
has greatly improved the natural Beauties of 
this Park, and by large Plantations of Trees, 
extenſive Lawns, new Roads, ſpacious Ca- 
nals, and Rivers of Water, has made this 
Villa, the moſt delightful Habitation of 
Princes. This Park is fourteen Miles in 
Circumference, and is well ſtock'd with Deer 
and variety of other Game; and his Royal 
Highneſs daily adds to the Improvements 
already made.

The new erected Building, or Bellvidere on 
Shrub's Hill, over a beautiful Verdure and 
young Plantation of Trees, is very elegant, 
and affords the mot delightful Rural Scene: 
The noble Piece of Water in the Val- 
ley underneath, was effefted at a large 
Expence, and from a ſmall Stream or Cur- 
rent of Water, is now made a ſpacious River 
capable to carry Barges, and Boats of Plea- 
ſure with freedom : His Royal Highneſs has 
alſo erected over this River, a Bridge of moſt 
curious Architecture, on a noble and bold 
Plan, being a ſingle Arch, one hundred and 
. ſixty-five Feet wide: This Piece of Water is a

This Lodge is moſt pleaſantly 
ſituated, is Jarge and well built, and has an 
extenſive Proſpect over a fine Plain and 
Country, which commands the moſt beauti- 
ful Landſcape, or Picture of Nature. In a 
large Chamber in the Houſe are painted and 
regularly ranged in large Pannels, the military 
Dreſſes of the different Corps in the Armies 
of Europe, | 


St. Leonard's Hill cannot be paſſed by 
without due Notice, on Account of the de- 
leable Seat of Aynſcombe, Eſq; and 
the large Plantations of Oak and Beach, which 
here form the moſt agreeable Variety : Alſo 
on the Neighhouring Plain, in the Pariſh of 
Wing field, 1s a neat Edifice, built and endow- 
ed by the late Earl of Ranelagb, ſometime

Old-Windfor, by its Name declares its An- 
tiquity, being formerly a Place of Note, and 
the Reſidence of ſeveral of our Saxon Mo- 
narchs before the Time of William I. who, as 
is before noticed, fixed upon the adjacent Hill 
for his Reſidence and by this means, together 
with the Caſtle, in ſhort Time was raiſed a 
new Town, while this once Royal Reſidence 
went to decay, and retained little more than 
the Honour of its Antiquity, and giving 
Name to the whole Country around : The 
Duke of Roxburgb has a moſt pleaſant Houſe 
and Gardens on the Hill, which have an ex- 
tenſive Proſpect over the River and Country: 
and on the Banks of the River, is the delight- 
ful Retreat of the Hon. James Bateman, Eſq; 
whoſe Houſe and Plantations form the moſt 
agreeable Villa; and this again is greatly 
increaſed by the Houſe and Gardens of Mrs. 
Crawley, and the Plantations round the Church, 
which together form the moſt inchanting 

Rural Spot.

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Dalcbet, alſo a pleaſant Village, lies higher 


up the River, and has the Conveniency of a 
Bridge built by Queen Anne, with an En- 
trance into Windfor little Park; the Courſe 
of the River, and the Road round the Park 
Wall is moſt agreeable, eſpecially on Summer 
Evenings... 


In this Circle of Villages, and immediately 
under the Caſtle, is Eton, which Eton College, 
by the ready canvenience of a 
Bridge (though in different Counties) may be 
ſaid to form one and the fame Town with 

Windſor ; Eton is pleaſantly ſituated on the 
Banks of the River Thames, in a delightful 
Valley and healthful Soil, and has been long 
famous for its Royal College, and School 
founded by King Henry VI. in the Year 1440, 
for the Education of ſeventy Youths in Claſ- 
ſical Learning, who are from hence ſent to 
King's College, in Cambridge; and here alſo 
great Numbers of the Nobility, and Youth of 
the firſt Families of the Kingdom conſtantly. 
receive their Education, inſomuch that this 
Royal Foundation, for. Claſſical Learning is 


always conſidered as Second to none in the 


Kingdom. 


The College conſiſts of two neat Qua- 
drangles, the outermoſt appropriated to the 
| School 
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School and Lodging of the Maſters and Scho- 
lars; the inner . is the Appartments 
of the Provoſt and Fellows : In the M 
the former is a handſome Copper Statue on a 
Marble Pedeſtal, of the Royal Founder, and 
on the South Side of the inner Court is the 
College Library, one of the moſt elegant in 
Ergland, both with Regard to the Neatneſs 


of the Room, and a well choſen Collection 


of the beſt Authors and their Editions, great- 
ly improved of late, by the Donations of Dr, 
Waddington, Biſhop of Chicheſter, Dr. Godol- 
Phin late Provoſt, the Rev, Mr. Reynolds, 
Nicholas Mann, Eſq; late Maſter of the Char- 
ter Houſe, and other Gentlemen of the firſt 
Taſte and Learning, particularly of Richard 
Topham, late of Windſor, Eſq; whoſe fine Col- 
lection of Books, and Drawings collected at a 
great Expence, from the Originals in Rome 
and other Parts of Italy, were preſented to 
the College by Lord Chief Tultice Reeve, 


and Dr. Mead, his Executors. The Chapel 
is a plain Gothic Building of Stone, and forms 
one Side of the outer Court of the College, 
and is moſt beautiful in an elegant Simplicity 
and Plainneſs, which at all Times gives Plea- 
fure, and beſpeaks the Spectator's Regard and 
Attention.

end with this Circle of Villages that lay round

For, as is obſerved by a noble Writer in an

His Voice was ſweet, and on his Steps 

Altended ever the alluring Grace 

Of Gentle Lowlineſs and Social Zeal, 


The Houſe was built by George Villers, 
Duke of Buckingham, in the Reign, of King 
Charles Il. and came by marriage of the 
Heireſs of that Family to the late Earl of 
Orkney, who greatly improved both the Houſe 
and Gardens, which were alſo farther extend- 
ed and enlarged by the late Prince, and made 
moſt delightful, inſomuch that in every Part, 
or wherever the Eye is turned, nothing offers 
to the Sight but the moſt agreeable Avenues, 
Parterres, and fine Lawns, and theſe heighten- 
ed by an extenſive and incomparable View of 
the River Thames, and a moſt beautiful and 
well cultivated Country: The Houſe is a 
ſtately regular Edifice, and the Rooms ſpa- 
cious and noble : In the Grand Chamber the 
Tapiſtry Hangings repreſent the Battles of 
the late Duke of Marlborough, wrought to 
great Perfection, by order of the late Farl of 
Orkney, who was himſelf an Officer of ſupe- 
rior Rank 1n thoſe glorious Campaigns : On 
the Front of the Houle is raiſed a moſt noble 

Terrace 
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Terrace or Walk, and is ſaid to be higher than 
the Terrace of Mindſor Caſtle; it is certain, 
the Proſpect here is equally extenſive and 
beautiful. 


And now it is not poſſible to deſcend from 
this moſt delightful Eminence, without firſt 
obſerving the exceeding great Beauty of this 
Range of Hills from Langley, through the 
ſeveral Villages of Wexbam, Stoke, Farnham, 
Burnham, Hitcham, and by Cliefden to Taploe, 
every Part offering freſh Pleaſure and De- 


light, inſomuch that this Part of the Country 


may truly be named the Garden of Nature; 
and the attentive and diſcerning Spectator, on 
a View of the moſt beautiful Valley, and 
Country underneath, will call to mind, and 
imagine that he here ſees revived, the cele- 
brated Tempe of antient Theſſaly ; The moſt 
pleaſant Meadows, or Paſtures for Cattle, 
and Fields on every fide with waving Plenty 
crowned, together with a fine and healthful 
Soil watered by the River Thames, do ſo truly 
render this Spot moſt pleaſant and delight- 
ful, that it is ſcarce poſſible ro do Juſtice to 
any one particular Part, where the Whole 1s 
lo exceeding agreeable and ſtriking.

late Duke of Marlborongb; the Buildings are 
commodious, in an elegant Taſte, and
